The Russians, who blow hot and cold in 
foreign relations without ever losing sight 
of the goal of world domination, have re­ 
cently been in a mellow mood again. Vishin- 
sky and Molotov in recent utterances gave 
the cue, and the illusion of sweet reason­ 
ableness is being supported by Communist 
stooges everywhere. 
Of course, this pose may be dropped if 
Moscow becomes convinced the recent 
agreement for rearmament of West Ger­ 
many will be given parliamentary approval.

WASHINGTON — Pomp and fanfare will 
herald practically everything Queen Eliza- 
beth does during her visit to the Hnifced 
States, but the royal guest will find a quiet 
hour for prayer and contemplation Sun­ 
day, Nov. 7. 
Attending services at the Washington 
Cathedral, she is sure to feel at home be­ 
cause of the close associations between the 
Cathedral and her own Church of Eng­ 
land. 
The 
Queen, 
who arrives 
in 
Wash­ 
ington November 4, will be the gracious 
guest of President and Mrs. Eisenhower. 
There will be a state dinner at the White 
House the night of her arrival here and the 
following evening she will dine privately 
with her hosts—an honor rarely accorded. 
At the Cathedral she will see the altar 
cross and candlesticks in the chapel of St. 
Joseph of Arimathea, the making and pre­ 
paration of which was one of the last of­ 
ficial projects personally directed by her 
late husband, George VI. It was a gift. 
The mother church also presented the 
Cathedral with the Canterbury’ pulpit in 
the Cathedral Crossing. It is made of stones 
from the famed Canterbury Cathedral. The 
Queen will also see the bishop’s chair, made 
from stones from Glastonbury Abbey, the 
church in which the Cathedral says King 
Arthur and Guinevere are buried. 
There are numerous other reminders of 
England outside the Cathedral as well, in­ 
cluding an English sundial in the Bishop’s 
Garden; a scarlet oak planted by the Duke 
of Windsor in 1919, and the Glastonbury 
thorn tree, a cutting from the historic tree 
in Glastonbury, England, planted by St. 
Joseph of Arimathea, hundreds of years 
ago. 
The Cathedral says the thorn blooms 
characteristically at “seasonally improb­ 
able times, one of them held to be on the 
occasion of the visits of royalty.” It bloomed 
in November, 1919, for the prince of Whales, 
and in November, 1951, for Princess Eliza­ 
beth. They are wondering if it will bloom in 
November, 1954. 
The Queen, who is spending the first 10 
days of her visit in America in New York. 
Among other Manhattan engagements is a 
luncheon to be given by Mrs. Eleanor Roose­ 
velt.

WASHINGTON Of — A letter you get late next 
month may provide a tipoff to your neighbors as to 
what salary bracket you were in last year. 
Right after Christmas, the government will start | 
mailing income tax forms and instructions to taxpay­ 
ers. And these packets will tell anybody who looks 
at them what your income bracket was last year— 
whether you were in the under-$5,000, the $5,000 to - 
$10,000, or the over-$10,000 class. 
This is how it works: 
If you reported on the simplest form an income of 
less than $5,000 last year, the government will mail 
you a new type of return. It will be about the size of 
an ordinary bank check The return, which you must 
file by April 15, 1955, is designed for easy handling 
by calculating machines. 
If you reported a $5,000-to-$10,000 income last year, 
your new form will come—along with an instruction 
booklet—unwrapped. The package will bear a red 
stripe a quarter of an inch wide. 
Finally, if you told the government your income 
last year was over $10,000, you also will receive a 
no-envelope packet. But in this case it will carry a 
quarter-inchwide yellow stripe 
There are some exceptions to this system. For in­ 
stance: 
Farmers, as well as business firm proprietors and 
partners, will get special forms. Businessmen’s will 
have a blue stripe on the outside. Farmers’ will 
have a green stripe. 
In addition, the under $5.000 type cards will be 
mailed only to people: 
1. Whose whole 1953 income came from wages 
and salaries, plus up to $100 in such things as divi­ 
dends and interest; and the usual withholding de­ 
ductions. These installment plan tax payments are 
taken out of most people’s checks every pay day. 
If some of your under-$5,000 income last year came 
from other sources, however, you won’t get by with 
the short return in the sealed envelope Even if your 
income included some such trifle as $3 for the rental 
of an abandoned shed, you’ll graduate to the red 
stripe class, and have to make out a longer form.

Rites To Be At 
Vernon Tuesday 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 1 t^ T h e 
plane crash death Saturday of au­ 
tomobile racing immortal Wilbur 
Shaw, left the future of the Indi- 
; anapolis Motor Speedway in doubt 
today. 
“I’ve been so broken up about 
it, I don’t know what we’ll do,’’ 
' said 
Anton 
(Tony) 
Hulmán, 
speedway owner. 
Shaw, three-lime winner of the 
500-mile Memorial Day race in 
his 20 years of professional racing 
and president and manager of the 
Speedway since World War II, was 
killed with two associates when 
their plane crashed in a cornfield 
near Decatur, Ind., during a light 
snowfall. 
The other victims were Ernest 
R. Roose, 41, ofTicial artist for 
the Speedway, and Ray Grimes, 40, 
of Greenfield, Ind., pilot of the 
plane. 
They were reluming from De­ 
troit whecc Shaw, who would have 
been 52 years old Sunday, had test- 
driven a 1955 model Chrysler. 
Suniving are the widow and a 
nine-year-old son, Warren Wilbur, 
Jr. 
Shaw had operated the two-and- 
one-half mile track for Hulmán 
since he bought it from the Eddie 
Rickenbacker interests just after 
W’orld War II. 
'The hustling little driver not only 
ref^aced most of the old wooden 
grandstands with huge steel and 
concrete structures but helped re­ 
store racing throughout the coun­ 
try after the wartime suspension. 
He was an eloquent and amusing 
after dinner speaker and was an 
important link between drivers and 
promoters —- trusted by both. He 
and Hulmán headed off a strike 
by the American Society of Pro­ 
fessional Auto Racers in 1947 with 
a verbal promise that they would 
increase 
the 
Speedway 
prize 
money in proportion to attendance. 
'They made good, the purse grow­ 
ing steadily from $135,000 in 1947 
to $259,000 in last year’s race. 
Hulmán pointed out Jhat his 
Speedway staff has been tom apart 
' by a series of tragedies in the last 
year. 
Theodore E. (Pop) Myers, vice 
president who had been associated 
with the track from the start, died 
i last March at the age of 80. W'il- 
liam Powell, chief of the track 
technical 
committee, was 
killed 
* last August in an auto accident 
at Crystal Lake, 111.
